U. S. Accounts so Fouled up 
No One Knows, Official Says 



WASHINOTON. Dec. 3 (IP) 
A former official of the general 
accounting office declared today the 
government keeps Its books so badly 
that "no one yet knows" whether It 
had a surplus or a deficit In Its 
Income last year. 

T. Colcnuin Andrews, former di- 
rector of the OAO corporate ault< 
division, said that actually the "bud- 
get surplus" of 1757,000.000 an- 
nounced by the treasury when tho 
IM7 riscol year ended last June 
30 was "Just a balance of cosli." 

Even busln eases which are broko 
and operating at a deficit usually 
have some cash on hand. Andrews 
said In a statement prepared for 
a hous <i fTPi^iitlVB piry^ritn..-.. 
committee. 

Andrews said he was told that the 
lUptxiMd budget surplus "did not 
Include bUllons of dollars of dls- 
butscmenU by the army and navy 
that were madD prior to June 90 but 



not reported to the treasury until 
later." 

The same was true, he added, ot 
unpaid vouchers "covering mo fa 
billions of dollars for goods and 
services purchases and used by the 
hundreds of departments, ngencies 
ohd other organlzaUons ot the gov- 
enunent during the fiscal year." 

Anderson asked: 

"How on earth con anyone say 
whether there was a surplus or a 
deficit for tliat year unless and until 
they are taken into account?" 

The former OAO ofdclal was the 
first witness called by the sub-

French Reds' Silence

PARIS, Dec. 2 (fl^— A 10-hour "silent filibuster" by com- 
munist deputies was broken early today and the national 
assembly was called buck into session to' enact a stringent 
anti-strike law requested by Premier Robert Schuman to 
fight work stoppages paralyzing the nation. 

One stoppage was ended when police cleared aitdown 
strikers from six power plants in the Paris area, permitting 
subways to resume operation after service had been suspend- 
ed for Severn! hours. More 
than 2,000,000 workers re- 
mained idle, however, stalling 
every major industry. 



The communists' "silent filibuster" 
against Schuman's anU-strlke bill, 

hlch Is aimed at brealdng the com- 
munist grip on the Fronch labor 
movement, ended when republican 
guards ejccled Community Deputy 
Raoul Galas from the assembly 
chamber. 

Fitly Others Follow 

Fifty other communist deputies 
who had occupied tlie otherwise 
empty chamber with Galas followed 
him out. Calos made no effort to 
resist tho guards and there was no 
disorder. 

Galas refused to leove the speak- 
er's rostrum yesterday atlemoon 
after a vole of censura against him 
for urging army reservists to refuse 
to comply with goverrunent orders 
calling them to the colors. The vole 
olao directed his temporary expul 
slon from the assembly. 

Suspended Session

ATLANTIO CITY, N. J.. Dee. r 
(UJU— This country Jn the next sev- 
eral years will have to double Iti 
$3^00,000,000 atomic energy Invest- 
ment It It "really means business," 
David E. Ullenthal said today. 

LlUenthal, chairman of the atomic 
energy commission, told tho Amer- 
ican Society ot Mechanical ^gln- 
eers that U. S. atomic weapons con- 
slanUy ara being re-dcaigned and 
Improved. 

Flasls HasUIy Bnllt 

But the great bomb material 
plants at Oak Ridge. Term., and 
Hantord, Wash., "were erected In 
the greatest of haste" during the 
war, he said, and; 

"It Is obvious that they are not 
the lost word, that great Improve- 
ments are not only possible hut 
sentlal." 

Ullenthal spoke on the tilth 
nlversary of the day In Chicago 
when V. B. scientists produced man- 
kind's first self-sustaining nuclear 
chain reacUon. The world, he said, 
"win never be tho same." 

Improvement Not Cited 

He didn't ItKlIcato to what extent 
the atomic bomb has been Improved 
In nuclear efficiency and power 
f,lnce Hiroshima and Nagasaki wero 
destroyed in IMS. 

But "the bombs thus for detonat- 
ed," Lilienthal said, "are tho very 
first products." 

"The noUon now has expended on 
the order ot two and a half bllUons 
ot dollars In the (atomic) enter- 
prise," Ullenthal said. If this 
country rooUy means business, then 
within the next several years this 
total expenditure will Increase to 
approximately live bllllona.''

The Arabs began 
their atacks at dawn, with the open- 
ing of a three-day Arab strike called 
by the Arab higher executive to 
protest the United NaUons parti- 
tion decision. Jews In trudu and 
afoot counter-attacked swiftly.

The supreme commander of Bb<- 
ana, the Jewish underground de- 
fense mlllUa, charged that a large 
number of Arabs In tht Nageb 
desert area "have been ordered to 
attack settlements there." His com- 
munique, Issued afTcl Avtv bead- 
quarters of Bagana, sold the mllltla 
hod "token necessary defense mea- 
sures."

•No Defense Against A-Bomb,' 
Hutchins Says on Anniversary 



CHICAOO, Doc 3 (UJ>>~ChaDceI- 
lor Robert M. Hutchins of the Uni- 
versity ot Chicago said today on 
tlie tilth anniversary ot the first 
nuclear chain reaction that there 
Is no defense against the atomic 
bomb and that another war n-ould 
wipe out clvUIiatloQ. 

Hutchins addressed a group of 
noted scientists who assembled for 
tho anniversary ceremonies, it was 
five years ago today that the sci- 
entists set off the first, sustained 
chain reaction in a huge pUe of 
uranium and graplilte bloclcs con- 
structed on a squash court beneath 
the- University- oI-Chieago-foolhl>ll 
stands. 

Hutchins sold there is no secret** 
to the atomic bomb; and that "other 
nations will hove the bomb some 
day," Ttiu, be said, "military prep- 



arations, however expciulve and 
elaborate, can do us no good." 

"Any policy which Is based on 
assumption that there con be 
other war Is obsolete," he sold. "We 
catmot have war and ctvlUi 
too." 

On the other hand, he said, 
nuclear physics alroad; has begun to 
revolutionlie the study and practice 
ot medicine. With knowledge gained 
trom making the bomb, be said, "We 
may now hope to tmlock the ulti- 
mate sccrots of natur«. to fulfill 
the dreams of the alchctnlsta,- to cure 
Incurable diseases, and to .have at 
our disposal lelsiuv and atnudanco 
bcs oflU, th e wildest ambltlom of 
mankind."

DANGER OF TERRIFIC FURY* 
Domestic commiuibtA are a dangerous, 
disloyal, hypocritical lot. So It ta easy to 
understand what Eric Johnston calls the "ter- 
rific fury" which haa risen afcalnst them In 
thlB country. Yet that fmy, unless carefully 
controlled, can cause the active oppoaltlon to 
them to become Ineffectual and even ridicu- 
lous. It can harm the Innocent, and It can 
strengthen the very thing It would stamp out. 

Mr. Johnston, president of the Motion PlC' 
turo Association of America, recalled some 
dangers of an unchecked fury In an address 
before the Picture Pioneers In New York, He 
cautioned against, "our anger getting out of 
hand until every American who stands for 
progress Is damned as a red and a commu- 
nist." He warned that "it mustn't be a crime 
in this country to criticize," 

Such advice is familiar. But some aspects 
of the first round of the Thomas committee's 
investigation of Hollywood communism, for 
Instance, would suggest that the advice will 
beor repeating. Tlie 10 stubborn witnesses, 
who refused to testify on their alleged com- 
munism, didn't emerge as shining heroes, as 
Mr. Johnston pointed out. Yet their Investi- 
gators failed to bring forth any startling 
' disclosures. 

The committee's chief weakness was point- 
ed up by Mr. Johnston when he said that 
"While our (ths film) Industry la being 
X-rayed for communism at home, Russia and 
some of Its satellite states are excluding our 
films as Instruments of capitalist propa- 
ganda." 

This docs not mean that communism 
should not be Investigated, It does mean, 
however, that the Investigators should be 
reasonably sure of their quany before they 
attack. 

There are some rather Important matters 
to l>e settled. It seems to us, before commu- 
nism In America can be fought most effec- 
tively. One of them concerns the legality of 
the Communist party. Party membership Is 
now a legal reason for dismissal from gov- 
ernment employment. But party membership 
Itself la not Illegal. If the necessary election 
requirements arc met, a .communist may 
. present himself as a candidate for office In 
the federal government, but ho cannot legally 
hold an appointive office in that government. 

Another matter Is a national policy govern- 
ing the employment of communists In private 
Industry. Mr. Johnston urges such a policy 
But what shall It be? Can millions of Job 
holders and Job applicants be screened ef. 
Xectlvely to find perhaps 80.000 Communist 
party members? Is this a Job that private 
Industry and the unions can best do on their 
own, or should there be a government-en- 
forced policy? And what would be the chances 
of unfairness and "witch hunting" under 
such a national policy? 

Communists, though they make up a very 
small percentage of our population, can sabo- 
tage our economic and military strength hi t 
verlety of ways If they are not carefully 
watched, it is less certain that they can win 
many new recruits or poison the national 
mind. 

Americans can surely combat communism 
most successfully If they make their love of 
JusUce, equality and civil rights at least as 
active and zealous as their hatred of the alien 
poUtlcal philosophy of Lenin, and Stalin,

What he found raised (acuity 
eyebrows. Porty per cent of the 
studenU were socially maladjusted, 
some tragically so. Thlrly-soven per 
cent came from broken homes and 
reflected Inaeourlty. Blsty-two per 
cent were determined to enter the 
professional lines, such as medicine 
or engineering. 

This B3 per cent bothered Dr. Leon- 
ard, since only about five per cent 
of Americans actually find work In 



tlie professional field. 

Dr. Uonard feels tills remaining 
S7 per cent struggles futllely seeking 
n goat Impossible to achieve, and 
the result Is personal tragedy- 
maladjustment, discontent, frustra- 
tion. 

He proposes to study each student 
personally to determine his capabil- 
ities. Interests, emotions, successful 
experience, adjustments and mal- 
adjustments, drive and other things 
that will affect his vocational 
choice. 

Then the student will be presented 
with a wide variety of occupations 
In which he could expect success, 
adequate earnings and emotional 
tronqullllty. 

The result, he hopes, wlU be col- 
lege sraduates vocationally adjusted 
to their rolw In lite, personally bal- 
anced to Uke the rigors of daily 
living, adequately trained in the 
basic skills, prepared for marriage 
and parenthood, and ready to as- 
sume an acUvo part in a democratic 
society.

The other la to oUkI the Buaalan 
contenUon that they are the only 
onea who atand for Oerman unity, 
and to oonvtneo tho Oennana that 
what the boUhevlka really want la 
maaiery, not rehabUllatlon. 

There la alwaya the Utent hope, 
of courae. that such preaiuro will 
cause Molotov to make some real 
concesslona In hla atand for a ationg 
central Qerman government (whim 
tho communlata could hope to take 
over ao they havo alinUar govem- 
menta elaowhere) and reparaUoni 
which Qermany »-ould bo unable to 
pay now except through help from 
the we»t, , , ^ . 

But as long as Buula u deter- 
mined to dcfent the MnrahnU plan 
and to foster economic chaoa In 
wcalem Europe tor revoluUonary 
purposes, there la no Ilkllhood of 
any concrete aucceu. 

The American program obviously 
Is dcalgned principally to keep the 
record BtrnlBht. For a Ions lime 
Amerlan diplomats have devoted 
.themselvca to that end, doubting 
that Ruula hoa any Intention of 
nesotlatlng In good faith, but al- 
ways keeping the door open for any 
Chans e of heart. 

On this latter point. U aecma in- 
conceivable Uiat Russia could find 
anything In her program of disrup- 
tion to balance the dangers of a unl- 
lateral allied program In western 
Germany. The commimlsts can al- 
ways hope, of course, that they con 
create sufficient economic trouble 
for the western powers to make 
them drop Oormany.
